Miss Lonelyhearts-Music Box 10/3. 2 mild pros-News 
and World Telegram & Sun- and 5 cons filed on Howard Teich- 
mann's adaption of Nathanael West's novel. Osterman-Glancy 
production stars Pat O'Brien and features Fritz Weaver, Ruth 
Warrick, directed by Alan Schneider. Both pros were more in 
favor of star than script. Chapman, News, okayed star but felt 
play moved everything except his heart. Aston, WTS, thought 
things only came to life when O'Brien and Weaver were on- 
stage. Con side headed by Atkinson, Times, and Watts, Post, 
both of whom praised Jo Mielziner's set more than play, Only 
set designer caught spirit, others destroyed by the nihilism of 
the book, Times man summed, Play is simply ineffectual, add- 
ed Post aisle-sitter.

I Knock At The Door-Belasco- 9/29. 6 pros and 1 con- 
Journal American- filed on Paul Shyre's adaption presented 
by six actors perched on stools enacting dozens of roles in 
O'Casey's autobiography. Lortel-Shyre-Gottfied presented 
the "reading" with Stuart Vaughan directing cast which in- 
cludes Aline MacMahon, Staats Cotsworth,Roy Poole and 
Shyre. McClain, Journal American, the sole dissenter, ad- 
mitted he thought it was a charming tale, but he doubted 
if it constitutes commercial. theatre. The majority was 
convinced it was. Atkinson, Times, thanked the single- 
minded devotion of Shyre to the cause of O'Casey for get- 
ting show on Broadway, where it richly deserves to be. 
The tenderness, the humor, the anguish and the poetry 
that sings from the poet's pages are stunningly evoked, 
Times reviewer applauded.

David Merrick's production features Mary Ure and Kenneth 
Haigh repeating roles they originated in London, Tony Richardson 
directed. The most vivid British play of the decade, presented 
with pressure and passion, raves Atkinson, Times.

HIGHER TIX PRICES... The price of NYC theatre tickets 
will go up, theatre producers informed "Drama Desk" 
meeting. Roger Stevens said that producers cannot 
set prices on a cost basis, but must figure on how 
producers-actors-writers can get a fair profit if a 
given show is a hit. Kermit Bloomgarden said that 
prices must rise to allow the producer to have a mar- 
gin of profit. Richard Maney, press agent, pointed out 
that only larger theatres could solve the problem. Costs 
of theatre production have risen 400% in 30 years but 
prices have risen only 40% he pointed out. Stevens 
also held little hope of new theatre buildings in office 
or apartment houses. Jesse Moss, spokesman for the 
ticket brokers, reminded that ticket price is the last 
thing a ticket broker patron asks about in ordering 
seats for a show he wants to see.

New legit theat res in apartment houses and/or 
office buildings are pipe-dreams and the amendment 
to the NYC building code passed last year by the City 
Council was a waste of time. This is the news that 
Roger Stevens told "Drama Desk."' Apartments and 
offices in the Times Square district would be unprofit- 
able because it is a low rent district, while no builder 
would gamble putting in a theatre which might be rent- 
ed at the most 30 weeks a year in a high priced build- 
ing. Too bad all concerned didn't know this last year!

What is theatre? Opera, ballet, reading or what have 
you, but not theatre. This has been the verdict of some of 
the critics on recent shows. As there is no exact definition 
as to the function of a drama critic, why should there be 
a limit on the form of theatre. Both should change with the 
times, both should be flexible, and both should be interesting.

Among the other sad news related at the ''Drama Desk" 


meeting by producers Roger Stevens and Kermit Bloom- 
garden was the admitted lack of success of any kind of 
organized campaign to promote theatre on a national 
scale. Bloomgarden actually mentioned a conspiracy on 
the part of one element of the legit industry in stopping 
any planned promotion of theatre. There are certainly 
enough elements combined in fighting theatre attendance 
without members of the industry hindering any education 
program suggested. If they don't want to put up, the very 
least they can do is shut up.
